MISS ANTHONY'S PROPHECY. 


She Recite! the Advance Made by Women 


and Predicts Greater Achievements. 
Miss Susan R Anthony sat in the 


sunny library of S. B. Gross* home an 
tuo Late Shore drive. She was daintily, 
almost coqnettishly, gowned in a drees 
of black f>atin, with a misty collar of 
laco caught about her neok with a jew- 
eled pin of quaint and elaborate work- 
manship. Her white hair was parted 
bmoothly wer her high forehead and 


I came clo-vro over her ears in a fashion BO 


I very old that it has suddenly become 
new again. Looking at Miss Anthony 
as she sat in the quiet library, observing 
her handbome dress, her air of elegance 
and her gentle voice it was hard to think 
of her as the type of all that is aggress- 
ive in the nineteenth century woman- 
hood. In fact, she looked like only a 
very quiet, well dressed little gentle- 
woman who would like nothing so well 
as to speed the day in the big chair of 
Mr. Gross,' library. 


And when she talked about the so 


called new woman and the twentieth 
century woman it was harder still. For 
Miss Anthony doesn't much admire 
either of these in the accepted sense of 
tho terms. 


When a timorous inquiry was made 


as to who the new woman is,, when she 
will come, or if sho had come already, 
Miss Anthony said: "It all depends on 
what yon mean by tho term 'new wom- 
an. ' The term has become a cant phrase, 
carrying almost as much opprobrium as 
tho term 'woman's rigbts woman' used 
to imply. 
The 'new woman,' as the 


phrase goes, may mean a loud, mannish 
woman affecting the boisterous conduct 
of men, with none of tho saving graces 
of her own sex. 
If that be the new 


woman, I do not welcome her coming. 
If by the new woman is meant a woman 
earnest, thoughtful, lofty of purpose, 
self reliant and equally well educated 
with man, why, then sho has come. We 
have got her in our homes, where she 
stands side by side with her husband, 
welcoming his friends on the common 
groiuul of intellectual equality, joining 
in their discussions—a college bred 
woman, who can do something more 
than pour tea when her husband enter- 
tains his friends. Wo have got the new 
woman in everything except the count- 
ing of her vote at tho ballot box. 
And 


that's commg. It's coming sooner than 
most people think. 
Tho new womao 


made her appearance 4 5 years ago, when 
Antoinette Brown entered Oberliu col- 
lege. 
Next November we are going to 


have in New York an exhibit of new 
woman. 


"Nov. 13 Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stan- 


ton will be 80 years old. The anniver- 
sary will be made tho occasion for a 
grand gathering of women who were the 
mst to enter those fields of intellectual 
and business endeavor which half a cen- 
tury ago were occupied solely by men. 
At that time no trades, no institutions 
of higher learning were open to women 
A woman who AV as driven to polf sup 
port could do a little sewing, could en- 
ter domestic service or perhaps teach in 
a primary school. Prom not tang able 
to earn it livelihood as bho cnoso, from 
not being able to iojp tho results of her 
laboi after sho married, from iiot being 
ablo to contiol her property after she 
married, from, lu brief, a position of 
civic nullity sho has advanced to her 
present position Foity thousand women 
have beeti giadifited from American col- 
Icgus, ovory cnlLug has its followers 
among women, and tlioy arc today as 
well educated as men, if not bettor.

In my own city of Rochester wom- 


en pay taxes on a property valuation of

The.se mo .sorno of the re- 


sults of the battle for equal rights, 
which \v onion have boeu waging for 40 
yeais, :iud they h.ivo fought alouo. The 
blacks had a nation'said in the struggle 
for emancipation. Women uro the only 
oppressed class who overweio compelled 
to battle foi emancipation unaided. No 
party gives onr claims for equal Miifrago 
its indorsement. But today the nation 
is known as a nation of educated wom- 
en. To bo s,ure, as ^age earners they do 
not receive compensation equal to that 
of uicu. That is because, being without 
the ballot, they cannot dictate the terms 
upon which theyshji1! be employed. All 
tho women of today ask arc the ngrts, 
powers, privileges and immunities of an 
American citi/cn. Wo have been grant- 
ed equal suifrago in Wyoming and Colo- 
lado, virtually in. Utah. Equal suffrage 
bills arc now pending in the legislatures 
of Oregon, Idaho, Nevada, California 
und Now York. The quest'on of equal 
hnfirago is beginning to bo respected as 
a political measure And it's coming. " 
—Chicago Tribune

Passenger Train 1.1 Ditched 


Near CMsm's Ranch. 


'ASMGERS ESCAPE INJURY 


One Man, a Tramp, Crushed Into a 


Shapeless Mass. 


TUK THEORY OF THK WRECK, 


itiiaed by a Defective Split Switch 


Probably DUurrnnjged by a Fn»Blnc 
Train. 
Passenger tiain Nu. 3 bound east and 
ne hour and a half late was wrecked 
t the switch near the Masonic and Odd 
'ellows cemetery at 10:30 last evening, 
'he cause of the wreck was supposed 
o be a defective split]; switch. Owing 
o the train being one hour and a half 
ate it was coming at a high rate of 
peed as is evidenced by the distance 
t run after leaving the track and the 
distance of the engine from the track, 
.'he wreck was simply a frightful one, 
and that there were not many lives 
ost is a miracle. An idea can be 
ormed of the speed at which the train 
was moving when it is considered that 
he engine ran about 150 feet dragging 
he derailed cars, running over a 
wagon road and a sidetiack across the 
road, finally stopping inapartially up- 
right position against a large pile 
of 
electric light masts that had 


been unloaded 
near 
the 
siding. 


L'he tender was jammed onto the 
mgine cab and its hind trucks were 
reared in the air. The mail car was 
completely turned on its side and laid 
across the main line at right angles, 
nd partially telescoped into th» 
tender. The express left the track at 
an angle of about 45 degress and 
;urued over on its side, both sets of 
.rucks being loft at a distance from 
the car. The baggage car was partially 
;urned over and the front end tele- 
scoped into the 
express car and 


careened to one side. The day coach 
was completely off of the line and the 
trucks sunken nearly out of sight.

on the track within five feet west of 
he switch, There were thirteen cars 
on the train, five of which were in the 
ditch. 


The track was badly torn up, some 


of the rails being twisted into spirals 
and circles. Several of the rails were 
broken in two,'and flaws were plainly 
disoernable. The lails in the main line 
were made by the Cambria Iron Com- 
pany of Johnstown, Pennsylvania, in 
1874. 


One man was found under the de- 


railed cars, crushed to a pulp. A com- 
panion who was riding near him sa'd 
that he had heard him called Hickey. 
He got on the train at Truckee and was 
stealing a ride. Coroner Peers took 
barge of the body, and will hold an 
inquest to-day. 
The man who was 


iding with the deceased was held here 
as a witness. 


The passengsrs were terribly shaken
